Letrer from the Grand Vizier to the King, repre- 
fenting, that the Porte continues to hope Poland will 
not concern itfelt in the prefent War. By the fad 
Officer we learn, that the Grand Seignior had tn- 
timated, that if the Powers who have offered their 
Mediation for putting an End to this War had iy 20° 
by propofing a Sufpenfion of Arms, it might have had 
a good Effect ; but the Operations of this Campaign 
might give fuch a Turn to Affairs as might render 
their Interpofition fruitlefs.
